Ground  by  Quads 
For  Construction 

Earth  moving  machinery  Ls 
leveling  ground  preparatory  to 
the  construction  of  an  asphalt 
parking  lot  and  drive  in  front  of 
the  main  entrance  to  the  New 
Quad. 

According  to  Mr.  Lon  Wilson, 
Dean  of  Men,  the  new  parking 
area  in  front  of  the  New  Quad  will 
accommodate  approximately  80 
cars.  In  addition  to  this,  the  park¬ 
ing  area  west  of  the  Quadrangle 
will  be  extended  further  south. 

Plans  Include  Service  Drive 

Plans  also  call  for  a  service 
drive  to  extend  through  the  park¬ 
ing.  area  in  front  of  the  New  Quad 
and  around  to  the  west  side  of  the 
building.  In  the  rear  of  the  build- 
in  there  will  be  a  switch-back' 
where  vehicles  may  turn  around. 

Water  drainage  problems,  caused 
by  the  small  ditch  running  para¬ 
llel  to  the  west  side  of  the  Quad¬ 
rangle,  will  be  solved  by  the  use 
of  large  metal  tubing.  The  tub¬ 
ing  will  be  extended  on  past  the 
drive.  The  water  will  then  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  empty  into  a  ditch. 

Sidewalks  Are  in  Order 

Concrete  sidewalks  are  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  being  poured.  One  section 
is  being  constructed  from  the 
north  entrance  of  Quad  6.  The 
walk  will  then  extend  on  to  the 
main  drive  west  of  Horace  Mann. 

Area  in  front  of  the  New  Quad 
not  being  made  into  a  parking  lot 
will  be  permanently  landscaped.

Freshman  Halfback  Wants 
Club  to  Train  New  Jumpers 


In  the  “maybe”  stage  is  a  new 
organization  trying  to  find  its 
place  on  campus. 

A1  Kyle,  freshman  football  play¬ 
er  from  Weston,  is  intensely  inter¬ 
ested  in  parachute  jumping  as  a 
result  of  having  spent  three  years 
as  a  paratrooper  with  the  Eleventh 
Airborne  Division.  He  was  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  service  in  De¬ 
cember,  1957,  after  having  spent 
two  years  in  Germany. 

Two  Jump  at  Airport 
Kyle,  who  with  Richard  Stoops, 
Maryville  city  policeman,  has 
made  a  few  jumps  at  the  Mary¬ 
ville  Municipal  Airport  recently, 
says  that  several  men  have  ex¬ 
pressed  an  interest  in  learning 
parachute  jumping.  Kyle  and 
Stoops  would  like  to  form  a  club 
and  truin  students  and  compete 
with  other  similar  organizations, 
If  enough  are  interested. 

In  their  jumps,  the  latest  ol 
which  wus  Sunday.  October  20, 
Kyle  and  Stoops  use  the  “free- 


fall”  method,  in  which  the  para¬ 
chutist  opens  the  ’chute  himself 
by  means  of  a  "rip-cord."  This  is 
tlie  type  of  jumping  which  would 
be  taught  club  members. 

Service  Uses  Static  Line 
Free-fall  jumping  may  be  con¬ 
trasted  with  “static-line”  jump¬ 
ing,  the  method  used  in  tlie  ser¬ 
vice.  The  static  line  is  a  device 
inside  the  airplane  which  opens 
the  parachute  automatically  as 
the  jumper  leaves  the  plane. 

For  training  students  for  free- 
fall  jumping  Kyle  says  that  a 
static  line  device  for  simulated 
free-fall  would  be  needed.  In  Ibis 
way,  if  the  parachutist  failed  to 
open  tlie  ’chute  himself,  the  de¬ 
vice  In  tlie  plane  would  open  li 
automatically. 

Equipment  Is  Available 
Planes  for  jumping  are  furnish¬ 
ed  by  tlie  Maryville  airport.  Kyle 
has  a  parachute  which  could  he 
used  in  teaching  trainees,  as  does

No  new  rooms  will  be  used  by 
the  chemistry  department  in  the 
new  classroom  building,  but  the 
department  hopes  to  have  more 
space  in  the  Administration  build¬ 
ing.
